I'lin 
question invohcil :iirrft.s tlu' liberty — 
not the license of the Press. Wo 
propose to test the right of ii newspapor 
to criticise tlie acts utu! capabilities of 
an ollicinl. We contest the matter 
solely on public grounds. We expect 
neither sympathy, favors nor assistance 
from any one. All wo ask is fair play 
and nn opportunity to meet our accuser 
in open O'ourl. Yesterday we showed 
the lengths to which the (lovornnient 
press is prepared to go to projudieo the 
public mind against us by falsely re- 
porting the proceedings that took place 
before the Police .Magistrate. To-day 
we have to complain of another gross 
and malicious attempt to prejudice our 
case on the part of tlio SUtmlanl, which 
compares The Colonist to the De- 
Yocxos. If there bo one circumstanco 
more than another of which we have 
reason to be proud it is the entire ex- 
clusion from our columns of matter 
aftecting the cliar.aeters of private in- 
dividuals, .social .scandals and libels on 
public men; and if there bo ono di.s- 
graceful habit more tlmii another for 
which our contemporary lias become 
infamous -it is that of slandering the 
characters of men and women. Two or 
throe years ago oui; of its writers was 
.sentenced to a year's imprisonment 
with hard labor for writing and cau.s- 
ing to bo printed in its columns a libel 
upon a rospei-taMo citizen —the loarnetl 
Judge remarking in passing sontonce 
lliat ho would have doiililcLl the dose 
had the publisher insteail of the writer 
been tried and convicted. The pub- 
lisher has been frorpiently caned for 
traducing ladies, the gentlemen who 
administered the chastisement escaping 
without punishment, th.e universal ver 
diet being, "Served him right." A 
Grand Jury which sat less than a 
twelvemonth ngo presented the Stan- 
ilfird as a public nuisnnco and an 
inciter to murder; and a petty jury at tho 
same Assizes returned a verdict coudem- 
natorj- of the aamo journal, .\bont .six 
weeks ftgo tiie Standard published a 
shocking libel on a fonner Attorney Gen- 
eral. Tho publisher was committod for 
trial and escaped certain punishment by 
apologizing on tlio tliresliold of the Assize 
Court and paying all the costs of the pro- 
secution. If there was over a new.spapor 
whose reputation richly entitled it to bo 
yoked with the San Francisco ChronicU 
it is the Victoria Siajirffxrd Moral mur- 
derers both, twin brothers in sin, thoy 
are " as like as two peas " in iniquity and 
poltroonery. There, liowevor, tho par- 
allel ceases. Fortunately tho atmospliero 
of this nortliern latitude is not favorable 
to tho growth of impure journalism; and 
whilst tho Chronicle has ttouriahcd at San 
Francisco tlie Standard is drooping silent- 
ly away from dry-rot at Yictoria. Tho 
current of Public Opinion, tliat mighty 
and irresistible Btrcaui, long .since set in 
again.st it, and its evil reputation has de- 
stroyed its usefulucsH. 

With respect to our pot libel case, we 
would say that all wo desire is an oppor- 
tunit]^ to appear in Court and lay the 
facts in our possession before a jury of 
fellow-citizons. Tho quarrel has not bcon 
of our sooking; nevertheless, wo do not 
shrink from tho ordeal of a trial or fear 
the issue, in spite of tho disgraceful at- 
tempt that is being made to prejudice the 
public mind against us.

The Government still hesitates to 

call for tenders for the construction of 
the drydock. Some one has written — 
"Tho man -who hesitates is lost." This 
Government of ours are lost whether 
tiiey hesitate or move on. Tiioy have 
got to pabl^'up their traps and leave 
sooiV, in any case. The country wants 
able, truthful and honest rulers at this 
cri.ses of its afVairs. "Inexperienced" 
cheeseparers, who will not pay the 
Government's just ilues to workingincn, 
and indolent, procrastinating Sybarites, 
who bring disgi'ace on the Province 
are nl>f the sort of material from which 
good Clovernments are constructed. An 
earnest, industrious Government would 
issued n call for tenders for the dry- 
dock as soon as they knew for a cer- 
tainty that the subsidy would bo paid 
over as a gift under certain wholesome 
restrictions; but the James Bay mag- 
nates have passed six months in a vain 
endeavor to induce the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment to hand the subsidy over to 
tlieiu without any restriction;) whatever. 
We warn the public and tho authori- 
ties at the Federal Capital that i£ the 
subsidy is entrusted to AVAtKEsr k Co. 
a considorablo portion will be diverted 
from its legitimate object and apiiliod 
to other purposes. Tho public — who 
are interested in tho proper application 
of the fund — .should .see to it that the 
advertisement for the tenders is issued 
without further delay. The Govern- 
ment. should at least try and leave a 
fi'agl'ant inemory behind them. Their 
time is short, for tho Ifouso will soon 
shako them out of their ollicial boots. 
They had better be up and doing.

The ]iower of f 'etewayo 
would appear to be comiiletely In-okon, 
and the next arrival from the Gape 
will probably announco his capture or 
death. With the destruction of the Zulus 
as a nation, a formidable obstacle to the 
spread of civilization in South Africa 
will have been removed, and coloniza- 
tion, in the removal of the deterrent 
causes which have lield sway in that 
quarter will receive anew impetu.s. .Male 
colonists, however indifFercnt they may 
be to their own personal saf<'ty, do not 
care to imperil their wives and 
children by settling in a country 
where their lives depend on tho vary- 
ing moods of ruthless savages. To in- 
sure rapid sottlement and to attract 
families to a country there must bo 
perfect protection ailbrded to life and 
property. Sir Bartle Fueue'.^ course 
in making war on the Zulus ha.s been 
severely criticised ; but he urges with 
much vigor that liad ho failed to take 
the initiative the savages would soon 
have overrun Natal and destroyed the 
civilization of a century. Sir Bakti.e 
argues that it is impossible for Civiliza- 
tion and Barbarism to flourish side by 
fiido in harmony. A struggle must 
sooner or later take place and one or 
the other go to tho wall. The„ longer 
the commencement of hostilities was 
delaved the moro extensive became tho 
power of niiachief of the savages. They 
were becoming better arnicdand drilled ;

When 
the histoiy of tho war comes to be 
written we do not think that Sir 
Bartle Frere will be blamed for tho 
adoption of a policy that has eventuat- 
ed in the destruction of a formidable 
distui-ber of tho i)ublic peace and an 
obstacle to tho growth and spread of 
«ivilization in Africa. The conduct of 
the war by Lord CnEi,Ji.sFORD has been 
bitterly denounced by the English press 
as a blunder, and tho General himself 
held up to the world by the Tbum and 
kindred journals as "ineapaLilc" and 
"inexperienced but that docs not 
weaken tho po.sition of Sir Bahti.e 
Frere in tho least, and history will do 
him justice in apilojXifs^li? tHuetakes of 
bis miUtaiy cpUeaguft ; ^

Iron seats woro used for barricades 
and the soldiers sent to tiispersc t he crowds 
wore received with volleys of stones and 
bottles and some pistol shots. The troops 
fired llii-ee v.ilieysand tlnui charged, cul- 
ling and sL'ishing right and left, rather 
uitliavic'.v of clearing the streets than 
of slaying the [leople. Only throe deaths 
are reported, but perhtips a hundred peo- 
ple were more or less seriously injured.

Methlakathla. 

Editou Coi.oxist: — I h.id recpiilly 
tiio ojiportunitv', during the jirogress of 
an oQicial tour on tlie North-west 
Coast, of visiting the missionary settlo- 
ment of Methlakatlilft — of which the 
name, at least, is familiar to most of 
your local readers. I was thus enabl- 
ed, during our stay of two days, to o.v- 
aniiuo somevvliat ininulol}' into tho con- 
dition of alTairs there, and to .satisfy 
myself on certain points regarding 
which 1 had previously been, I will not 
say doubtful — but jmzzlod — by the 
conflicting accounts which bad from 
timo lo time reached me from various 
Koureea. 1 will now, with your per- 
mission, give a brief nolo of tho result 
of my ob.servation.s, confident that it 
■will bo received by many of your read- 
ers both hero and abroad with .satisfac- 
tion — by fo'.v with iiidiflorcnce. 

1 .shall not attempt lo enter into a 
detailed history of this Mission, nor of 
the circumstances which led to its 
foundation in this locality. .Sutpce it 
lo say tiiat tho position is in about lat. 
54', some twenty miles southward of 
Fort Simpson, and consequently not 
far from the jVJaskan boundary. The 
spot has been, from lime iiiiniRmorial, 
OIK) of tho chief villages of the Chim- 
nicsyau tribe, and its selection by IMr. 
Duncan as his central point of opera- 
tion was thorofore well judged. Tho 
iip|)roiicii to the ii.irijor is good; but 
there is a nasty reef near tho eiilranco 
which ri^quiro.'i 'ounying for the guid- 
ance of strangor.s. The extensive bay 
is dotted with islets, most of which are 
either wholly or partially under culti- 
vation, and one is consecrated as a pub- 
lic cemetery. The site of the towni it- 
self is picturesque and commodious, 
while the forest has been widely clear- 
ed in nil directions nrouiul. 

ISlr, l^uiican, the head of the ]MiH 
sion, having boarded the l-Jocket before 
anchoring, we afterwards proceeded to 
visit the settlement, aecoinpaiiicd by 
that gentleman. On landing our party 
was received by t he Rev. Mr. C'ollinson, 
his coadjutor, who, with his wife and 
family, lias for several years been at- 
tached to the Mission, and who, having 
acquired considerable proficiency in the 
language, is ovidenlly a valuable aid. 
A file of drilled volunteers, duly uni- 
formed and with drum and fifo atleiul- 
ing, stood under anus, saluting in good 
military fashion, as wo passed onward. 
Tho head men of the village, forming 
its council, then welcomed us, and we 
were finally conducted to a largo plat 
form in the centre of tin; square, where 
chairs had been provided for our ac- 
commodation. In front of the plat- 
form, upon which also the ciders were 
seated, the male residents, till neatly 
dressed in European costume, ■were as- 
sembled ; and behind them, seated in 
gradation on the spacious steps "which 
formed the apjiroach to tho Church, 
which stood in the background, were 
the women of the village, nil neatly 
dressed, some in simple black, others in 
varied colors. The wdiolo formed a 
very pleasing scene ; and the photo- 
grapher who accompanied the expedi- 
tion succeeded, I believe, in getting a 
good negative picture, notwithstanding 
tho lateness of tho hour at which it 
was taken. 

It is not my intnntion, however, to 
dwell upon our proceedings at Methla- 
kathla, but to notice briefly some of 
its prominent features, both Mr. Dun- 
can and IMr. C'ollinson having taken 
much pains in conducting us at various 
intervals over tho village and its de- 
pendencies. 

The Church, alluded to above, is an 
edifice, consideanng its surroundings 
and the means through which it has 
been erected, of really grand propor- 
tion.s. Its external style is good, 
though the general ed'oot has been im- 
paired by the shortening of the tower 
— a deviation from tho original plan 
adopted at the suggestion of a friend 
from tho supposed impossibility of rais- 
ing the tower to the height originally 
designed, but which Mr. Duncan now 
rogret.s. Inside, tho Church i.s well 
lilted, with accommodation for about 
twelve hundred sitters ; a choir and or- 
gan loft ; a neatly carved pulpit, and 
every requirement, in .short, for the in- 
tended purpose. The whole structure 
is of cedar, well finished in every way, 
and requiring only staining and var- 
nishing to render its interior to the 
eye complete. It may be added that 
Mr. Duncan was the architect of the 
building ; tiic mechanics and laborers, 
the natives around, receiving daily 
wages for their labour out of the com- 
mon fund of the IMission. 

Immediately at tho landing, erected 
partly on piles on the verge of the 
tideway, is a large one-stoiy building, 
well lighted with glazed windows, with 
spacious open fire places, and other 
necessary accommodation for temporary 
lodging. Tliis is intended for the re- 
ception, free of charge, of Indian visi- 
tors from abroad. It thus serves also 
as a market-houfo where any iiitor- 
chaiige or sale of commodities is carried 
on. 

On another side, also close to the tide- 
way so that rubbish may be washed 
away, i^ m Q^ieamQ range of work- 



sliop.s, where various industries are car- 
riei^l on. In om^, the cooperage, barrels 
were being manufactured ; in anotlier 
window-frames and other articles of 
house-joinery. But without going into 
particulars I may at once state that 
many of the ordinary requirements of 
the scltlcment were provided for in 
these worksho[is, ami that in every 
branch proficiency tippeared to be at- 
tained. 

The mill, situated upon a small 
stream falling into tlio '--ay about a mile 
above the anchorage, is excellent in its 
way, and supplies luinbor for all local 
demaiulK. A large circular saw work- 
ed by machinery driven by an enormous 
overshol; water-wheel, does its work 
rapidly. Cedar (the 2'hiija cedar of 
which the canoes are made) is the tim- 
ber chiefly sawn ; a wood valuable for 
many purposes, easily wrought, and 
very durable. The ..awj-or, a very re- 
spoctable Indian, resides with his 
\^ ife and family close to the mill, and 
has a garden attached to his residence 
in a thrifty condition. A tannery, 
about a quarter of a mile in leiigtli, 
.serves to convey tho lumbpr lo a con- 
venient point for shipment. Beneath 
tho mill, connected with the same ma- 
chinery, is a turning-lathe. Large 
stanchions for ornamental purposes 
were here in progress of manufacture 
at the time of our visit. 

At the outset tho houses at Mollila- 
kathla were placed without any regard 
to order, or, as our kind conductor gra- 
phically and somewhat amusingly do- 
scribed to us, "higgledy-piggledy." Now, 
however, a rogtilar street system has 
been established and tho "liigglody 
piggledy" style abandoned. Along the 
main street lamps, after the fashion of 
tlie ordinary gas-lamp, have been erect- 
ed, oil being used for tho purpose of 
illumination. Tho plan adopted for the 
houses appears to bo a good one under 
the circumstances: Two houses, each 
having an upper story, nre erected side 
by side with an interval of some thirty 
feet between. Each of theso houses 
receives its particular family, the inter- 
val between them being built over, one 
story in height, thus connecting the in- 
tormodiate building, into which a door 
opens from both houses as well as from 
tlie front, forms a common room 
or hall of entrance to wdiicli both fami- 
lies have access, and in which a large 
open fire is jointly maintained for the 
common bonofil. 

The school-house attracted much of 
our alleiilion. Neat, clean, spacious, 
and in eveiy way well contrived for its 
object, it was not destitute of scholars, 
no fewer than 140 (CO boy.", 77 girls) 
being assembled during our inspection. 
Theso children were neatly and cleanly 
dressed and very decorous in their be- 
haviour. They sang for us several 
hj'iiin.s, concluding with the national 
anlliem. Jlr. Duncan afterwards put 
the elder boys through a course of 
manual drill, in which thoy were per- 
fect. On the w hole I, i)ersoually, and 
I believe 1 may safely say all mj' com- 
panions, left the schooli'oom deeply im- 
pressed with the good effects of tho 
tuition that was in progress. 

Among the other points of interest 
was the public reading room. This is 
a large cliambor, well lighted ■uitl well- 
warmod, in wdiicli the rcsiJcKts can as- 
semble at leisure hours during the day, 
and in the evening to discuss tlieir local 
politics, and study, if inclined or able, 
the printed intolligencc from abroad. 
Of course among the (siglit hundred or 
so of adults who compose, as I am told, 
the population of jMethlakatlila, there 
are comparatively few, and these 
only of the rising generation, who are 
unequal to the ta.sk of reading for edifi- 
cation. For the rest, however, the 
illustrated publications, of which there 
appears lo bo a coiiious suppi}-, afi'ord 
an endless source of arnuscinenl. Tho 
principle of the institution is admirable 
and the efiect produced, I do not ques- 
tion, in every way harmonizing and 
beneficial. This reading-room is attach- 
ed to tho nii.ssion residence with which 
it communicates. It is intended lo 
place inside at the corners four largo 
carvings in wood representing tlio 
family devices of the four gteat divi- 
sions of the tribe. It is the intention 
too, I believe, to form a museum of 
such relics of the past as can bo col- 
lected, to be placed in a room adjacent. 
In thus conserving tho memorials of 
the past as a reminder to tho Indians 
of the changed condition under which 
they now e.xist, i\Ir, Duncan acts un- 
questionably with prudent discrimina- 
tion. 

The dwellings of tho two resident 
missionaries, both neat and comfortable 
residences, are divided from each other 
by the interjacent reading I'oom.s be- 
fore mentioned, and by a largo office 
immediately in the rear of it, into 
which there is access from either dwel- 
ling by lateral doors, as well as by an- 
other door communicating with tho 
reading-room. 

Detached, at a proper distance, there 
is a largo warehouse, with a well-fitted 
shop, provided with all necessaries for 
the supply of tho settlement. A 
decent and respectful young man, In- 
dian or half-caste, attends to the sales 
and everything appeared to be con- 
ducted with diligence and regularity. 

In tho middle of the main square 
.stands tho jail or lock-up, intended for 
the temporary confinement of ofl'enders. 
This is a substantial wooden building 
having two storoysj the lower divided 
into cells for night confinement, the 
upper used as a day-room. With some 
trivial alteration for increased ventila- 
tion, and for the better security of the 
roof (which being flat is subject to 
partial leakage) this building will be 
unobjectionable. These alterations were 
suggested to Mr. Duncan, who at once 
undertook to efl'ect thom. 

I may here mention that this gentle- 
man, having for many years been in 
the Commisaion of the Peace, had for 
a long period to deal, single-handed, 
with many flagrant violations of the 
law. These he appears to have dealt 
•with firmly -ami effectively; but, his 
tjecjisionB, nn^er such circumstances, 



mot at times with much adverse criti- 
cism — the more fact of his being a 
missionary alone causing, with many, 
an uufavox-able px*ejudice. Fortunately 
for Mr. . Duncan the appointment of 
other respectable magistrates, at no 
great distance, whose co-operation in an 
emergency can be procured, relieved 
him from the probability of a renewal 
ill the future of those insidious imput- 
ations to which he has heretofore been 
subjected.

Extraordinary L&w Case. 



A commission of a character which 
has not been issued in Great Britain 
for the past 45 years has just sat at the 
Guildhall, Bristol, to hold an inquiry 
relative to the property of the late Mr. 
James Bell, who, being illegitimate, 
died intestate and without issue. The 
commission — composed of Mr. A. Col 
lins, Q.O., and Mr. Russell, with Jlr. 
Crispin, of the Home-office, had under 
thoRo circumstances to take evidence 
and find, by means of a jury, whether 
tho properly devolved to the Crown 
by escheat. Evidence was given by 
^Ir.s. Lucy Mary Bell, Mr. Tnship, her 
solicitor, and others, to the effect that 
the late James Bell, an ironmonger, 
carr^'ing on business in Marsh street, 
died on July l.*?, 1878, his widow, 
Lucy Alary Bell, surviving liim, but 
he left no issue and made no will. 
Mrs Boll had been married to him in 
Juno, 1875, and ho had always consid- 
ered himself to bo illegitimate. Ho 
loft .£'4,000 in personal property con- 
sisting of certain houses, tho value of 
which, after certain deductioRs and 
claims, wasj£118 Os, 6d. Mr. OoUins 
explained that if a person who was 
illogitmate died without making a will 
and left no children, there was no ono 
to inherit the real property. The 
widow could not, although in tliis case 
she was entitled to a dower out of the 
real jiroporly, and she would take her 
share of the personal property, the rest 
devolving to the Crown by escheat ; 
but the Crown always liad the power, 
and generally e.vercisod it, of distribut 
ing sonif ])ortion of tho propertj' as it 
thought fit. The jury found tho facts 
as staled, and returned a verdict by 
which the property, title-deeds, iVc, 
dovolvetl to tho Crown, .subject to the 
widow's dower of one-tliird tho real 
property for her lifotirao, and one-half 
the personal property.

A Bijlaw tojirohibit the erection of Wooden 
IiuihUn<is within certain Fire lAmiti 
\rithi)i the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tno City .bounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on the 
Smith by Foit street, on tho East by 
Bi-o.kI .street and on tlie ^Ye.st Ly tlie 
Witter Front-tge be hereby declared with- 
in tho Fu-o Limits of the City of Victoria. 
Tho contro of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad sliiill be Hmits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hcrouftor erected with- 
in tho Fire Liinit.s shall Imvethoir outside 
WiilLs ami jiarfy WalLs made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such uutsidc ^^'illls sliall extend four feet 
above NVall I'late of Roof, and piuty Walls 
shall also extend to same Jieight above 
Wnll Plate of Roof. Roofs shall bo cov- 
ered witli such materi»l as will tifford pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walls Bimll 
be ,s'i ciinstnicted as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and e\ ery part of the interior and 
exterior of any adjoininr; Building. If 
the apox of Roof should exceed tho hoight 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material iia will afford 
protection a^jaiust Fire. In tho case of 
Gables the Walls are to be carried up to 
the full lieiglit of the Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied iu this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, >yood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

;5. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of lirick, atone, or other incoinbustiblo 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
tliis Ordinance. 

4. The Wooden Building within tho 
said Fire Limits shall not btj ulturod or 
changed without the written pormbsion of 
the Chief Engineer of the victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
tlie Fire N\'ardeim, wlticli poniiit aliall 
specify fully the alterations orcliangoa re- 
(juired, and no such porinil shall be given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
poseil chiinge or tilteration in the aieo of 
any ^\'ooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or altoratiouB 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-live per cent. The ap- 
[ilicatioiLS therefor and a copy of each <if 
such permits shall bo kept on Hie in the 
nthcc of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the Haid Firo 
Limits shall be removed exce|it to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Liiuits. 

0. Whenever any building ah.iU be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a tnajority of the Firo Wardens, it dan- 
gerous n"ui,sance, or when an^ Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
ill the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and ;i majority of the Firo Wardens, b* 
damaged by fire to the extent of ono-lialf 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice ivtiuiring such person to remove 
the stiine fortliwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving tho same comply with the 
re(|uirements thereof. 

7. 0/i«; Storij JSiiiWi/iy.s— Foundations 
to be not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inclies 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
bo, brick walls to be not le.ss than twelve 
inches thick. jf'ii'o Storij Buildings— 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches tliich and not less than oigli- 
teen inches in the hard clayor gravel, as 
tho case may bo. Brick tFalU—Qtomd 
floor to bo not less than seventeen inchoa 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any per.soii or per.sons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shiJl bo punished by a Qne of not 
loss than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new oflcnco and punished accordingly. 

',). Tlic Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and the Firo ^ya^dcn3 
arc required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to mako com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. Tliis Bylaw m.ay be cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wcotlen Buildings, 1879. ' 
Passed tho INIunicipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, Ono Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
